The Stonmship Roumonia Founders at Sen
During u Storm,

Lisnox, Oct, 20.—| Special | — Latoer
particulars regarding tho loss of the
Roumanin state that a heavy fog pre-
vailed at tho timo she struck and a
heavy sea is sull runnlng about the
wreek. Soven bodies have beon washed
ashore and the faos that they wore un-
clothed is taken to indicate that many
of the people on board wore in tholr
berths when the steamer struck. The
place where the steamor wont ashore is
most difficult to getatinstormy weather
and ber condition can't bo found ovt,

Two mon watebing for wreckage saw
something floating in the water. Think-
ing it a valuable prize, they rushed into
the surf to seize {t. Thoy were picked
up by a rolling wave and carried out
into the water, where they drowned in
sight of hundreds of onlookers.

Asd soon as the intelligence reached
bore that the Roumania had bheen
wrecked the government ordered the
gunboat Sea Ire to proceed to the geens
to render assistance. The gale was
blowing so furiously, however, that the
commander was unable to take his ves-
sel vut of tho harhor until early this
morning., The disuater oceurrod o lictle
to the northeast of Capo Curvoeiro, al-
most the extremo westerly poin’ of
Portugal.

It is thought the Roumania made
more leeway ihun was calcula ed upon
by Ciptaln Yeung, a3 the vessel was off
hor course and headed direct for the
coart. Thers is no lifo saving atutions
in the vieinivy of the wreek, and it is
doubtful if anything could have been
done in the gala.

Out of the 122 passongers and crow
only nine were saved, namely, Captain
Humilton, an officer in the B:itish 1n
dian army; Lieutenant Roche and seven
Larears.  Tbe men were all naked and
wers found lying on the sand with the
incoming wav.s dasbing over them.
Portuguese seamen lifted the prostrato
men on thelr backs and earriecd them
across the sand to thy town whern dio-
tors belonging to the parrison attended
them,  Thoy slowly gained strength.

A squadron of cavalry is patroiling
